Cap- 
tain Peterson stated today that she had 
admitted knowing of the diabolical plot 
alleged to have been framed by Plcardi 
but that she denied having had anything 
whatever to do" with the Installation of 
the explosives that had been ingeniously 
set in nearly every part of the house. 


Pickard was a member of the Struc- 


tural Iron Workers' Union and. had in 
his possession papers signed by J. J. Mc- 
Naniara, one ' of the men being held In 
L6s Aagoles on the charge of dynamiting 
the Los Anseles Times last October. Mc- 
Namara was secretary of the union with 
hoadnuartera in Indianapolis.

WAS CAUTIONED. 


According to Attorney Hairy A. En- 


cell, who acted for the former Mrs. Pi- 
card in her divorce proceedings, and In 
serving the writ of ejectment yesterday, 
lie had, shortly before the party arrived 
at the house, met a coal wagon driver, 
Who told him he had better be careful as 
Plcard had stated that ha'had mined the

KIHN'S STATEMENT. " 


At the Alameda sanitarium this morn- 


ing it was reported that Deputy Al Klhn 
had passed' a restless night through Buf- 
fering from -injuries he. sustained yester- 
day in effecting an entrance into the 
closed closet. He is, however, considered 
to be out of immediate danger unless 
complications set in. 


When seen today Kihn said: 
"I dfd not expect to be alive after that 


explosion. All I remember after the first 
round was saying, 'Gee, what's hit me?' 
Ever.ything- is a blank after tlie second 
discharge except that I have a faint rec- 
ollection of being carried out by the other 
men. When I approached the closet door 
and found it locked I took a bunch of 
keys from my pocket and tried them. The 
flrst one that I Inserted Into the ksyhole 
set oft the Infernal 'machine. It had evi- 
dently been attached with batteries, and 
It is my opinion that Pickard had labored 
for weeks to get the machine ready and 
that It was connected in some way with 
electrical batteries.' 


DIVORCED WIFE. TALKS. 


Mrs. Rosalie'1 Longstreet, divorced wife 


of Picard, and one-time wife of G. Liong- 
street, who died In Los Angeles In 1893, 
declared this morning when seen at the 
home of Mrs. A. Berry, 2049 Center street, 
Berkeley, that she .had lived in constant 
fear of her life since reading of the out- 
rage. perpetrated In the Plcard home 
yesterday. She said that to the best of 
her knowledge Pioard would- hot hesitate 
to do her bodily harm or 'the persons 
with whom, she Is living. She also ex- 
pressed a fear for the safety of, her' at- 
torneys, Robinson & Boblnson and Har- 
ry A. Bttcell. 


Mrs. Longstreet Is a. woman of prepos- 


sessing appearance, with a wealth' of 
boautlful brown hair, and bright and in~ 
teillgent In her demeanor. Her first hus- 
band was a grand-nephew of Confederate 
General Ijongstreet. Since she obtained -a 
decree from Plcard ,?he has .taken up the 
occupation of hairdresser and related to- 
day that, -while she was learning the trade 
In San Francisco Picard repeatedly made 
threats to her and followed her about the 
streets; also attempted to discredit her 
With those , with whom she worked. Her 
story in part continues: - 


ATTEMPTED SETTLEMENT,. 


.days ago I made overtures to 


Plcard to affect a settlement out of court, 
but nothing came .of It. I' did not .want 
the property'so much as I:did to receive 
some reparation for the Indignities that 
I had suffered at hla hands. He was em- 
ployed .by Pierre • Zucco, a structural en- 
gineer of 68 Post street, San- Francisco, 
and -made $5 per day. We had been en- 
deavoring to make payments upon the 
property on Fiftieth street. 


"Just two years ago Picard threatened 


to burn the house down, and in the event 
that I refused to leave, burn It over -my 
head. All 'our trouble commenced about 
that time .when people by the .name of 
Kanitz, Mr. and Mrs. Otto Kaiiltz of 
Melrose and Vaidez, Alaska, attempted to 
get us to go to Alaska and look after some 
property interests of -theirs, as they were 
Uiiable to return owing to litigation in 
which they were Involved. 


"I declined to. -go owing to the nature 


of the proposition and the ohinicte? of j 


thep roperty, whereupon the Kanitzs be 
came unfriendly toward me and attempted 
to estrange my husband. While we were 
alone everything went along all right, 
but they were the disturbing element be- 
tween us." 


• Mrs. Longstreet originally came from 
Texas, where her parents and relations 
now reside. She has made every effort to 
keep from them the publicity, that has 
been given her case in the divorce courts, 
saying that har's Is the first divorce in 
tho family, and that her folks would 
keenly feel the stigma attached to the 
circumstances;

time the proceedings will be insti- 
tuted.

Corporation. 


SAN JOSE, May 30.—A gigantic- 


scheme, involving the expenditure of 
millions of. dollars and providing for 
the irrigation of every acre of- land .In 
the Santa Clara valley, the establish- 
ment of power plants and the exteii- 
siona of a railroad system Into this 
valley, was outlined by Gavin McNab, 
counsel 
for 
the United Properties 


Company when argument in the case 
of the Hayes-Chynoweth Company of 
Bdenvale vs. the Bay Cities Water 
Company began In the superior court. 


This action, -which the new company 


"with its new policies is called upon to 
defend, "was brought, seven years ago 
by fruit growers who believed that the 
fruit growing industry of the valley 
was threatened by projects of the, Bay 
Cities company. 
They -sought to re- 
strain the. corporation from impound- 
ing the waters of the Coyote creek in 
a gorge twenty miles south, of San Jose 
and to prevent them from pumping 
from the underground channel of the 
creek at Coyote, twelve miles south 
of the city. 


COYOTE IX DISPUTE. 


The Coyote creek, which rises in the 
neighborhood 
of 
Mount 
Hamilton, 


pursues a winding- course for six miie&l 
over the floor of the south Santa Clara 
valley and twenty-two miles over the 
floor of the Santa Clara valley proper, 
and empties into the bay near Mil- 
pitas. 


The farmers declared'that the un- 
derground streams of the county de- 
pended upon the Coyote watershed 
•and that if this 
was 
depleted and 


piped to San Francisco by the Bay 
Cities company their artesian wells 
would fail and their orchards die. 


Gavin McNab announced that the 
Bay Cities company had been taken 
over by the recently organized United 
Properties Company. 
The policy of 


the new company was entirely 
dif- 


ferent, he said, and the issues were 
not the same. 
He said that the Bay 


Cities company had been organized to 
supply the bay cities with water. The 
United Properties Company 
did not 
wish to divert the water from this 
valley. 
They proposed to spend sev- 


eral millipn dollars in impounding the 
flood waters of the Coyote creek above 
San Jose,, water that would flow into 
the bay and be lost. He asxed that a 
Decree bo'framed prohibiting the uses' 
of the ivater elsewhere. 
The argu7 
ment may continue two weeks.

CLOSING EXERCISES. 


DECOTO, Mar 0.—The closing exer- 


cises of the Decoto Grammar School will 
be held In the school auditorium pn Fri- 
day evening, .Tune 9. 
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Establish a Public Morgue. ' 


A public morgue has -been a necessity in Alameda- county for 


more than twenty years. It is a necessity that has grown with 
years, and is pressing -with such urgency at this moment that the 
Funeral Directors' Association has requested the Board of Superr 
visors to take action in the matter. If the Supervisors are vested 
with the legal authority they should establish a public morgue, con- 
trolled as is the Receiving Hospital by the officials of the county. 


What now is called by courtesy a morgue is the private appan- 


age of an undertaking establishment. 
It is not in fact a public 


morgue,' but a private receptacle for the friendless and unknown 
dead. The undertaking firm which maintains it is not to be criti- 
cized on this account; on the contrary, it is to be commended rather. 
But it is contrary to public policy, and disturbs the equilibrium of 
the undertaking business. It is provocative of ill-feeling and alle- 
gations that the Coroner's office unduly favors the undertaking firm 
that maintains the morgue. 


Of course the morgue is a great convenience to the Coroner, 


and it would not be strange or anything to complain of if the Coro- 
ner should show a preference in the matter." Nearly every one 
would. 
' 
It must be said, however, that there has been less criticism on 


this score in recent years than -was formerly voiced. In the past 
scandals were frequent and the morgue question was a constant 
source of irritation. In. a number of instances it caused friction be- 
tween rival undertaking1 firms and most unpleasant incidents in be- 
reaved families. 


All this because a public duty has been neglected. The Coro- 


ner is not to blame for doing the best he can, and no undertaking 
firm can be rightly reprehended for getting all the business advan- 
tages it legitimately can from the morgue it maintains at its own 
expense. If the maintenance of a morgue is left to private enter- 
prise we musfexpect private enterprise to make a profit from it i: 
possible. 


The point is that an institution of this kind should not be con- 


ducted for private profit. It is essentially public and bears a close 
relation to the most sacred.ditties of human life. It is also intimate- 
ly associated, like the Receiving Hospital, with police administra- 
tion and other functions of ,a necessary and official character. 


Plainly stated, either the county or the city ought to establish 


a morgue, officially conducted, with a system of records by which 
the history of each case can be perpetuated. A neglect similar to the 
one to which the Funeral Directors' Association has pointed out 
once caused the people of San Francisco to elect Dr. C. C. .ODon- 
nell Coroner. The public became so indignant at the numerous 
scandals growing out of the handling and burial of the bodies of the 
friendless and unknown dead that O'Donnell was elected on his 
promise to establish a public morgue. San Francisco has had a pub- 
lic morgue ever since, and the noisome scandals which once 
shocked the public at frequent intervals have practically ceased. 


Fortunately we have no scandals to complain of here now, for 


the private morgue is conducted with decorum and the Coroner is 
doing his duty. But the system is all wrong, and it should be cor- 
rected. 
, There is just one right way to do this business and that is 


to establish an official repository for bodies awaiting identification 
and burial. 
- '

Ireland is still the only division of the United Kingdom with a 


declining population. The population increase in Scotland during 
the last decade was alarmingly small, but there has been an actual 
decrease in Ireland of over 74,000. Even the amelioration of the 
land purchase act has not been able to wholly arrest the migration 
of the Irish people, who find larger opportunities and more satis- 
factory social and industrial conditions in the United States, Canada 
and Australia. 
The rapid increase of emigration from Scotland 


clearly indicates that the population of the northern kingdom will 
shortly show a decline. Both England and Wales show a substan- 
tial increase; their combined population is now. above 36,000,000. 
For the first time in history the population of the island of Great 
Britain exceeds that of France, although the territorial area of 
France is more than double that of England, Wales and Scotland. 
Liverpool has displaced Glasgow as the second city in the British 
Isles. 


This paragraph from the Watsonville Register does an unin- 


tentional injustice: "Mayor McCarthy in a statement Friday used 
this expression: 'In fact, I cannot today discuss public matters of 
any kind.' Well, a Mayor who will not discuss public matters of 
any kind at any time is either a poor excuse or a vicious official." 
When Mayor McCarthy made that answer to a reporter he was 
awaiting an event which always fills a -husband, if he be a man of 
the right sort, with the keenest solicitude and.apprehension. Why 
Mayor McCarthy refused to discuss all public matters on that day is 
explained by the announcement in next morning's papers that Mrs. 
McCarthy had given birth to a daughter the night before. As we 
believe our Watsonville contemporary aims to be fair and right we 
think it will recall the harsh judgment it passed on the Mayor of 
San Francisco. 


Who Are faffs Friends ? 


The Fresno Republican says the only objection urged against 


the appointment of Charles W. Cobb to be Assistant Attorney- 
General for the Interior Department was that he had formerly been 
the law partner of Francis J. H'eney. That is not so. Cobb's ap- 
pointment was criticized because it had been urged upon Secretary 
Fisher by Hon. William Kent, Representative in Congress from the 
Second California District.- The Golconda Cattle Company, of which 
Mr. Kent is president, is under indictment in the United States Dis- 
trict Coxirt of Nevada on a charge of fencing government land.

is alleged by Mr. Kent's friends that this indictment was found for 
political reasons, but they do not deny that some government land 
is enclosed by the fences of the Golconda Cattle_ Company. "

CUT IN STEEL PRICES 


FAILS TO INCREASE TRADE 


tommerce Court to Take the 


Matter Out of Shippers' 


Hands. 


WASHINGTON, May 30.—The court 


of commerce yesterday clearly indi- 
cated that so far ag it can it is going 
to take the precooling and prelcing 
method of shipping citrus fruits out of 
the hands of the shippers and allow 
the railroads to'do it or not have it 
done at all. 


. This will cause o. loss of nearly $1,- 
000,€00 to the orange men. The court 
refused,to suspend an order of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission fixing 
$7.50 a car as the charge the carrier 
might make for "refrigeration" where 
it handles a car of preiced fruit pre- 
pared by the shipper. In denying the 
application for a temporary Injunction 
the 
court used these words: 
"Con- 
struing the order of the commission 
as fixing the maximum charge of the 
carrier, when the preicing Is done by 
the shipper, the court denied the mo- 
tion for a temporary injunction." 
The inference is that if the commis- 


sion had undertaken to say that the 
carriers must allow the shippers to 
preice 
the cars it would have sus- 


pended the order. 
The carriers have 
already given notice that they are go 
ing to withdraw the privilege of pre- 
lcing, thus forcing the shippers to take 
the preicing and precooling service of 
the carriers, which the latter will not 
guarantee, or of taking standard re- 
frigeration at $52 a car.

NEAK CLEAR JJAHE. 


The clearest evidence that glaciers 


•were not confined to the Sierra Ne- 
vada,mountains .was found by Prof." 
Holwg.7 on Snow mountain, northeast 
of Clear ls.ke, on the eastern, boundary 
of Lake county. 
The coast g-eodetic 
survey 
monument at 
the 
summit 


marks the southwest corner of Glenn 
and the northeast corner of. Cotusa 
county. Fout Springs, at the eastern 
foot of the mountain is the nearest, 
habitation from which to explore the 
mountain. 


"When found this morning In the 


study of his bung-alow home on Buena 
Vista way, in the hills of northeast 
Berkeley, 
Professor 
Holway talked 


modestly of his contribution to the 
world's knowledge of things geologi- 
cal, which Is of particular Interest to 
scientists and mountain-lovers of Tils 
home State. 


Mrs. Holway, a prominent member 


of the Collegiate Alumnae, who ac- 
companied her husband on the tedious 
trip last summer during- his sabbati- 
cal leave of absence from the univer- 
sity, which took him to the top of 
Snow mountain, also sat In the geol- 
ogist's study and showed the keenest 
interest in his plans for this summer's 
exploration tour, which is expected to 
be of further scientific import. 


That there exists on Snow mountain 


clear" evidence of glaciation was- the 
confident assertion of Prof. Holway 
today. He added that othar areas in 
the northern coast ranges were prob- 
ably glaciated and that there is 
at 


least a possibility that some peaks of 
the southern coast ranges, .including 
the Mount Pinos group, may have car- 
ried small Alpine or cliff glaciers. 


TO "VISIT SHASTA. 


Prof. Holway announced that be- 


sides completing- the work of research 
in the coast mountains of Trinity and 
Tehama counties.-ihe par.ty, which is 
to be joined by Prof. Studley and an- 
other teacher in the Chico State Nor- 
mal school, will spend two weeks at 
Mount Shasta attempting to measure 
the rate of motion of present glaciers 
and the extent of former glaciatlon. It 
is believed that the glaciers of today 
are receding rapidly. The lava caves 
of Shasta may also, be explored. Geo- 
logical instruments and, cameras -will 
be carried, as they were by Prof. Hol- 
way during his last two summer tours. 


The Berkeley professor believes gla- 
ciers also existed in the coast ranges, 
between Cook's Springs, near Snow 
mountain, and the Klamath mountains 
to the north. He will explore this re- 
gion during his coming trip. 


"On maps showing the extent of 


Pleistocene glaeiatlori In North Amer- 
ica, the only portions of 
California 


commonly included are Mo.unt Shasta, 
and the higher slopes of the Sierra 
N"evadas," said Prof. Holway. 
"Dur- 


ing the past ten years, largely through 
the work of DUler and Hershey, it has 
become known that 
the 
Klamath 


mountains were rather extensively 
glaciated and that-the lurwer limits of 
the Ice as probably below that in tile 
northern Sierra. 
"But hitherto it has been assumed 


tha<t the coast ranges never have been 
subject to glaciatlon. 
This assump- 
tion has been made apparently on the 
ground of their lesser elevation com- 
pared to the Sierra Nevada and with- 
out due consideration of other "factors 
than elevation aa causes-of local gla- 
ciatlon. In studying the physiography 
of California, I have been impressed 
with the relatively heavy precipita- 
tion in the mountains of the 
coast 


province and also .with the unappre- 
ciated height of many of.the ranges. 
The "further fact 
that 
the 
hig-her 


mountain tops in these regions 
at 


present carry snow until! late In sum- 
mer led' to SL deterrtoination to make a 
search' for evidences o:t local glacia- 
tion.

BERKELEY, May 30.—Protesting 


against .the .use of .his name In an al- 
leged attempt to show that water fur- 
nished the residents of the city," la sat- 
isfactory. Prof. Charles G. Hyde, head 
of the department of • sanitary engi- 
neering at the University of Califor- 
nia, has sent a letter of resignation to 
Secretary ' H. Marks -of .the Peoples 
Water Company as .head of the de- 
partment of.public sanitation for that 
concern. 


Complaints regarding the water 
served to North Berketey consumers 
caused the city council recently 
to 
start an Investigation, and on account 
of-the failure of the company to car- 
ry out recommendations intended to 
Improve the condition of the water, 
iii addition to the alleged misuse of his 
name, Professor Hyde .has resigned. 
He stated today that 
the 
analyses 
made from samples" of the 
North 


Berkeley reservoir water showed the 
fluid to be Ires from disease germs, 
and not Injurious. He attributed the 
cause for complaint to the presence 
of algae, which, he said, could have 
been completely avoided by the earlier 
covering of the reservoir to protect the 
water from exposure to the sun. .-.Ho 
declares that lie did not state, how- 
ever, that the water was satisfactory 
for human consumption. 
Professor Hyde was employed four 
years ago as sanitary expert to- devel- 
op means of perfecting the' 
supply 


furnished 
consumers 
of 
Oakland, 


Berkeley arid Alameda. Large sums 
were expended 
by the 
corporation 


during the first two years of his em- 
ployment in perfecting filters in the 
main reservoirs In the county, arid In 
completing pumping plants for the 
easy handling of the supply. Bacterio- 
logical and sanitary analyses w-era car- 
ried on under his scientific direction 
to perfect the quality of the water. 
In his statement issued today, Super- 


intendent C. D. Maloney of the People's 
Water Company, declared .that the Condi- 
tion of water .in this city was due to 
two causes, the severing of the Rose 
street pipe line during railroad, construc- 
tion, preventing- the substitutes of the 
Rose street for the Summit reservoir, and 
the collapse of the outlet of the Summit 
reservoir, making it neces'sary to supply 
water from the bottom. 


Maloney declares that e,t no time has 


the water been dangerous, to the health 
of the community and that the contem- 
plated improvements when completed will 
remove all complaint.
